New York Ratlroaders Organize in 
Secret Session. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—The World to- 
day says that railroad men met in se- 
cret session at the Metropolitan Hall, 
Brooklyn, and organized a local branch 
of the American Railway Union. 

The exercises were conducted by Di- 
rector M. J. Elliott of the union, ‘who 
turned over the charter, which he had 
brought from Chicago. About two hun- 
dred railroad men from the ele- 
vated and surface roads, both steam 
and electric, were present and joined 
the new organization. Elliott, with 
five other directors of the Ameri- 
can Railway Union, was released 
from prison on August 22, since 
when all of them have been traveing 
through the country organizing 
branches of the union. Mr. Elliott came 
East. William Burns, having headquar- 
ters in Chicago, organized in Illinois; 
James Hogan is stationed in Ogden, 
Utah; R. M. Goodwin in Montana, Syl- 
vester Kelliher in Minneapolis and T. 
W. W. Rogers in Colorado. 

Elliott said last night that Debs was 
cheerfully looking forward to his re- 
lease on November 22, when he would 
visit all the branches of the union in 
the United States. Debs is very hope- 
ful for the future of the organization 
and spends his time in prison answer- 
ing the correspondence of the order. 

Since August 22, Elliott has traveled 
through Indiana, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
New York, Connecticut, Rhode Island 
and Massachusetts. He has established 
branches of the order in all of these 
States, the total number being thirty- 

He says that everywhere he has 
found the men anxious to organize. Of 
thirty-nine branches, two have been or- 
ganized in New York city, two in Jer- 
sey City and one in Brooklyn. 

The greatest secrecy is obtained 
about the working of the union and all 
the meetings are being held behind 
closed doors. The coming of the union 
to the East is looked upon by railroad 
managers with no little uneasiness, as 
the strength of the order is daily in- 
creasing and the membership at pres- 
ent is said to be not far from 175,000.

The Defendant's Attorneys Cet 
Out of the Case. 


Pitzel’s Alleged Slayer Then At- 
tempts to Conduct it 
Himself. 


Hot Tilt with the District Attorney. 
The Aceused Vainly Seeks to 
Procure a Delay—Wants to 
See His Wile.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 28. — H. H. 
Holmes, or Herman Mudgett, which he 
says is his baptismal name, was put on 
trial in the Court of Oyer and Terminer 
today for the murder of Benjamin F. 
Pitzel in this elty on September 2, 1894, 
and the developments of the first day 
verified, better, perhaps, than ever be- 
fore, the force of the maxim that truth 
is stranger than fiction. From the na- 
ture of the case, and the startling sto- 
ries concerning it which have gamed 
currency during the past year, sensa- 
tional revelations were naturally to be 
expected when he who has become rec- 
onized as the most skiliful and auda- 
cious criminal of ern times was 
placed on trial for life. Yet when it 
occurred in court far surpassed all 
expectations that the most vivid flights 
of imagination could oo have con- 

the day's events. 
rotestations and entreaties for a con- 
tinuance of the trial were summarily 
overruled; the sudden withdrawal of 
the lawyer who had hitherto repre- 
sented the prisoner, in the face of 
threats of disbarment; the appointment 
dy the court of new counsel, and the re- 
fusal by the prisoner to accept them as 
his defenders; the declination of an- 
other lawyer to serve after being se- 
lected by Holmes, and, finally, the pris- 
oner trying his own case. These, not 
to speak of the sharp passages at arms 
between Holmes and the common- 
wealth’s prosecutifig officer, sum- 
marizes what oceurred. 

Long before 1 o’élock, the hour set 
for the opening of the court, an eager 
crowd thronged the corridors without. 
The regulations were so complete, 
however, that none but the lawyers, 

tnesses, jurors on r te- 

rters were permitted to pass the cor- 
don of police which formed a barrier 
across the entrance to the corridor lead- 
ing to the courtroom, and the officers 
who guarded the very entrance to the 
room. This prevented undue crowding, 
althought every seat in-the room was 
occupied. The general public will be 
admitted to the capacity of the gal- 
lery, which will seat about two hundred, 
when the taking of testimony is begun 
tomorrow. 

Holmes, at the time of his ar- 
rest in Boston, on November 17 last, 
was a stockily-built man of medium 
height, but since his long confinemmit 
has grown gaunt and hollow-chested. 
The prison bleach has brought his face 
to a death-like pallor, heightened by 
the dark cropped beard. In appear- 
ance, as he sat in the dock today, he 
was neatness itself. The beard was 
carefully trimmed, the hair smoothly 
parted and the black cheviot suit he 
wore betrayed no spot or blemish. His 
demeanor throughout, save on one or 
two oceasions, when he gave way to 
slight bursts of anger, directed at the 
District-Attorney, was characterized by 
that marvellous display of nerve which 

s become associated with his name. 
The selecting of a jury consumed sev- 
eral hours, Holmes freely exercising his 
prerogative of challenging, and, after 
twelve men had been secured, a recess 
was taken. 

The afternoon session was devoted 
largely to Dist.-Atty. Graham’s open- 
ing address to the jury, in which he 
outlined the case in detail and then 
subjected the prisoner to a scathing de- 
nunciation. Holmes, however, was im- 
pertubableand sat with his legs 
calmly taking notes. 


THE PROCEEDINGS. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 3. — H. H. 
Holmes, who, according to his own re- 
markable confession, stands at the head 
of the list of modern criminals, was put 
on trial in the Court of Oyer and Ter- 
miner this morning for the murder of 
Benjamin F. Pitzel. The common- 
wealth proscutors are Dist.-Atty. 
George S, Graham and Special Assist- 
ant Thomas W. Barlow. William A. 


| Shoemaker and Samuel Rotan, young 


members of the bar, appeared for 
Holmes. Judge Michael Arnold is upon 
the bench. Only enough people were 
admitted to fill the room without un- 
comfortably crowding it. itnesses 
from Canada and different parts of the 
country were escorted into court shortly 
before 10 oeclock by Detective Frank 
Geyer, whose travel throughout the 
United States in search for evidence 
against Holmes has from time to time 
been published. 

Promptly at 10 o’clock Holmes was 
placed in the dock. He was plainly 
nervous and looked about the room 
with shifting expression. Shoemaker 
asked for a continuance. He urged lack 
of time for, preparation. “There are 
three homi cases involved in this 
case,” he u , “and we had only as 
much time as would be adequate pre- 
paration for one.”’ 

Graham protested against granting a 
continuance. He dwelt upon the se- 
vere strain under which Mrs. Pitzel had 
been put, and said the examination into 
her mental condition made it apparent 
that were a continuance granted the 
commonwealth would lose its most im- 
portant witness. Rotan of the defense 
renewed the plea for a respite, but the 
motion was over-ruled by Judge Ar- 
nold. Shoemaker and Rotan created a 
mid sensation by saying that if the 
Judge's decision was irrevocable they 
would withdraw. Judge Arnold spoiled 
this by declaring that a member of the 
bar who would withdraw from a murder 
case on the very eve of trial would be 
called upon to show why he should not 
be disbarred for unprofessional conduct. 

“As far as the plea of lack of money 
is concerned,“ Graham said, “I have 
positive knowledge that large sums of 
money were offered within the last 
week to a prominent attorney at this 
bar to come into the case as associate 
counsel for defense, showing that there 
are funds at hand.” 

“Will Your Honor allow the cage to go 
over until tomorrow morning,” pleaded 
Rotan. Call the jury,” said the Judge. 
firmly. 


One juror had been admitted by the 


| maker stated that the prisoner for- 


commonwealth, when Holmes, in a 
quavering voice, said to Judge Arnold: 
“May it please the court, I have no in- 
clination to continue the trial of this 
case with Mr. Rotan and Mr. Shoe- 
maker 1. — counsel, feeling that, in 
view of eir desire to withdraw, my 
interests will be damaged. I therefore 
discharge them as my counsel.” 

“You cannot discharge them, Mr. 
Holmes,” answered Judge Arnold. 
“That is for the court, and if they 
withdraw from this case they will be 
punished.” 

It.“ continued Holmes, in tremulous 
tones, “Your Honor will give me till 
— to secure additional ,coun- 
sel —“ 

“We will have no more debate, Mr. 
Holmes; the matter is decided.“ 

The examination of the jurors was 
about to be proceeded with when Shoe- 


mally forbade them representing him 
in the case, and declared he would ex- 
amine the witnesses and jurors him- 
self. Judge Arnold said he would per- 
mit Holmes to question the jurors if he 
desired. Enoch Turner, the first juror, 
was turned over to Holmes for _exam- 
ination. He had already stated that 
he had formed an opinion in the case, 
but could nevertheless try it according 
to the evidence. Holmes challenged 
peremptorily. Frederick Slump, Sr., 
was accepted by both Graham and 
Holmes. Rotan and Shoemaker rose 
and said they felt obliged to withdraw 
from the case, regardless of the con- 
sequences. 

“You must take the consequences,” 
said the Judge. They left the court- 
room. The commonwealth’s officers 
consulted with the Judge, then called 
upon Everett A. Schofield and J. M. 
Fahy, young lawyers, who agreed to 
assume the grave responsibility, with 
all aid possible from Graham. Holmes 
objected on the ground that as he 
knew nothing of these gentlemen, he 
should not care to entrust his life to 
them. * 

As far as aid from Graham is con- 
cerned,“ he added with unveiled bitter- 
ness, “I have had abundant proof in 
the past year what promised aid from 
the District Attorney's office means. 
May I be allowed a postponement tin 
tomorrow to see R. O. Moon, who is 
already familiar with the case and 
whom I know I can engage?” 

“Do you, then, refuse to allow these 
gentlemen to defend you?” 

“I do, sir. If I am not allowed a 
continuance until tomorrow I must ask 
to try the case myself.“ 

“We will go on today,” said the 
Judge, “and we will see about engaging‘ 
Mr. Moon later on.“ 

The examination of the jurors was 
then resumed. 

Holmes continued questioning the 
jurors as they came up. His words, 
which embraced the usual technical 
questions, were well chosen. He list- 
ened to Dist.-Atty Graham's formal in- 
quiries with the keenest interest, an 
almost imperceptible flush relieving the 
pallor of the cheek. Besides the usual 
questions, as to whether or not the 
jurors had formed any opinion as to 
the guilt or innocence of the prisoner 
and the entertainment of conscientious 
scruples against capital punishment, 
Holmes also asked: “Have you vis- 
ited the dime museum at Ninth and 
Arch streets?” 

The reason for this question was the 
fact that there hag been on exhibition 
in the museum for some weeks a coun- 
terpart of Holmes, “the multi-mur- 
derer.“ as he is there called, together 
with models of the Irvington, Ind., 
house and the Chicago “castle.” All 
who had seen these were peremptorily 
challenged by Holmes. At the sugges- 
tion of Graham, he also asked each 
man whether or not he had read the 
book called “Holmes’s Own Life,” pur- 
porting to be an autobiography of the 
defendant. After one of these ques- 
tions Holmes said with subdued force: 
“At the proper time and place to dis- 
cuss this matter I will show that I 
have neither published nor authorized 
the publication of any such book.” 

There were not nearly so many chal- 
lenges as were anticipated. After nine 
jurors had been accepted, Lawyer R. 
O. Moon came into court and, with the 
assent of the commonwealth’s officers 
and the Judge, held a whispered con- 
sultation with the prisoner, at the con- 
clusion of which, addressing the Court, 
he admitted having been consulted in 
the case and said he knew probably 
more about it than any outsider. He 
would be glad to take up the defense 
of the prisoner, but in view of the for- 
eign elements entering in the case such 
a thing was practically impossible 
— a continuance to some future 
time. 

Judge Arnold reiterated that the case 
should proceed without delay.. Moon 
replied that in that event he felt con- 
strained to decline to participate in it. 

After Holmes had exhausted all but 
two of the challenges allowed him, he 
made another earnest plea for a con- 
tinuance until tomorrow morning on 
the ground that he wanted to get cer- 
tain necessary papers from Rotan & 
Shoemaker and “have an interview 
with a certain person in this city.” 

Judge Arnold was inflexible, how- 
ever, and reminded Holmes that he 
had discharged his counsel in his effort 
to force a continuance, but that the 
ruse would prove ineffective, as the 
case must proceed. He would, how- 
ever, be permitted to send for the pa- 
pers mentioned. The jurors were then 
sworn individually and the court took 
a recess until 3 o’clock. 

When the court had reconvened Dist.- 
Atty. Graham began his opening ad- 
dress to the jury. After rehearsing the 
technical details of the charge as laid 
down in the indictment and explaining 
their legal meaning, he told them that 
it was within their power to find one 
of four verdicts, if the evidence justi- 
fied them, manslaughter, murder in the 
first degree, murder in the second de- 
gree, or acquittal, and he defined the 
elements of each of the crimes. He 
felt assured, however, that after hear- 
ing the evidence they would agree 
with him that the crime was murder 
in the first degree, because the intent 
was plain from the manner in which 
the crime was committed. If it was 
murder at all, it was murder in the 
first degree. 7 

Proceeding, the District Attorney out- 
lined the story of the crime. “We 
have charged in the indictment that 
the date of the murder was September 
2, 1894.“ he. continued. “We do not 
know this positively, because the body 
was not discovered until September 4, 
but the crime was committed between 
the ist and the 4th.” 

The District Attorney’s next step was 
to outline the story of the crime from 
the time of the discovery of the body in 
the Callowhill street house by Eugene 
Smith, a carpenter, who had been n 
the employ of the dead man. The body, 
burned and blackened, was lying in an 
attitude of peaceful repose, said Gra- 
ham, without a sign of a struggle. 
Near by was a glas jar broken es if 
by the alleged explosion in which the 
victim was supposed to have met his 
death. Graham shattered this theory 
in a word by declaring that the glass 
was broken inside and not outside and 
away from the jar as would have been 
the case had there really been an explo- 
sion from the fumes of the cleaning 
fluid it had contained. 

When found, the body was badly de- 
co „ So much so that the face 
was almost beyond recognition, al-

The French Cabinet Out

Railway Profits Alleged to Have 
Been Accepted. 


The Ministry Responsible, as the 
Government Controls 
the Roads. 


Senators and Deputies Mixed Up in 
the Affair—Claimas that Official 
Reports Were Withheld from 
Pablication.

PARIS, Oct. 28.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
In the Chamber of Deputies, M. Rou- 
naunet, who has been prominent in ex- 
posing those who were connected with 
the Panama Canal and Southern Rail- 
road syndicates, questioned the govern- 
ment regarding the South of France 
railroad scandal, it being alleged that 
a number of Senators, Deputies and 
Others have made large profits from 
the company by fair or unfair means. 
He declared that the good repute of 
Parliament was involved, and asked for 
explanations as to the partiality which 
had been shown toward those involved 
in the scandals, claiming that the 
authorities had been afraid to prosecute 
them because the Deputies and Sena- 
tors involved with the late Baron 
Reinach of Panama Canal fame had 
disposed of 1f.8,850,000 in devious ways, 
on behalf of the southern railways. He 
demanded that the Minister of Justice, 
M. Trarieux, publish the documents in 
the case which were in his possession, 
and which would throw light on the 
subject. 

M. Binder, a member of the Right, 
then charged the Minister with culp- 
able leniency, and demanded that the 
guilty be punished. M. Trarieux re- 
plied, denying that he had long had in 
his possesslon documents which re- 
quired the arrest of M. Edmond Mag- 
nier, formerly Senator of Var and re- 
cently editor-in-chief of the Evenement, 
who was recently sentenced to a term 
of imprisonment for having received 
part of the profits of the syndicate. 

Continuing, the Minister of Justice 
said that whenever the government be- 
Heved it had incriminating evidence it 
had prosecuted the pa involved. 
No Deputy, he added, was included 
among the guilty parties. 

Amid continued Radical interruptions, 
M. Trarteux managed to say, in addi- 
tion, that several names were known to 
the government as having figured in 
the report of the expert, M. Flory, the 
official accountant, who made an in- 
quiry into the finances of the South of 
France road. He was interrupted by 


excited voices of “Names, names, 
names.” 
In reply M. Trarieux said: Rouvier, 


Jules Roche, Etienne, 
doux and others.“ 

When he was able to make himself 
heard, the Minister of Justice acded 
that those whose names had been men- 
tioned had explained their position, ond 
he concluded with the remark: The 
chamber knows the truth and if Par- 
liament considers its dignity and honor 
compromised the government will join 
the chamber in voting for repressive 
measures, and in the face of these ex- 
planations asks the chamber for a vote 
of confidence.” 

The order of the day, pure and sim- 
ple, was then submitted to the Cham- 
a and rejected by a vote of 406 to 


M. Haberts then moved that the 
chamber agree to prohibit members of 
Parliament from joining in {findancial 
syndicates. The motion was accepted 
by the Premier, M. Ribot, and was 
adopted unanimously. 

Later M. Rounaunet submitted a mo- 
tion demanding that full light be 
thrown upon the South of France i 
road scandals, and asked the gov 
ment to prosecute those who have been 
found to be implicated in them, and 
submitted to the chamber the report of 
the expert who inquired into the 
finances of the company. 

M. Ribot thereupon said it was use- 
less to submit the expert's report, end 
as to the prosecutions he added that 
the work of justice had been accom- 
plished and could not be reopened. 

. Rounaunet’s motion asking for an 
explanation as to the partiality which 
had been shown toward those nvolved 
in the scandals claiming that the au- 
thorities had been afraid to prosecute 
them and demanding that the Minister 
of Justice publish the documents in the 
case which were in his possession, 
which was then adopted by a vote of 
275 to 196. After the adoption of this 
motion the Ministers left the Chamber 
of Deputies in a body amid ironical 
ridicule and went to the Elyssee Pal- 
ace, where they handed in their resig- 
nations to President Faure, who ac- 
cepted them. The Chamber of Depu- 
tles was adjourned for a week. 

The ministry, which has just re- 
signed, was formed on January % by 
M. Ribot after the fall of the Dupuy 
ministry. It was composed of the fol- 
lowing members: M. Ribot, Premier 
and Minister of Finance; M. Hanotaux, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs: Gen. Zeur- 
linder, Minister of War; Admiral Bes- 
nard, Minister of Marine; M. Trarieux, 
Minister of Justice; M. Leygues, Min- 
ister of Interior; M. Poincare, Minister 
of Public Instruction and Worship; M. 
Lebon, Minister of Agriculture: M. 
Crautemps, Minister.of the Colonies. 

The defeat of the government is sur- 
prising in view of the sweeping charges 
made against the Senators, Deputies 
and even Ministers involved, first of all 
in the Panama Canal syndicate and 
more recently in the South of France 
railway management scandals which 
became public as the result of an in- 
vestigation made by M. Flory, the 
official accountant of that company 
brought about by accusations against 
various prominent men made in the 
Chamber of Deputies and by M. Roun- 
aunet, which culminated recently in the 
arrest, trial and imprisonment of M. 
Edmond Magnier, formerly Senator of 
the Var and editor-in-chief of the 
Evenement, who is said to hav re- 
ceived the sum of f.87,500 as part of the 
profits of the syndicate referred to. 

The Figaro recently said that the 
following named members of the “ham- 
ber of Deputies who were members of 
the South of France Railway syndicate 
made the profits set against their 
names: Jules Roche, f. 20,000; M. Rou-

vier, £6,350; M. Etienne, £.3,000: M. 
Doleniele, £.5,000; M. Passy, f. 12.00; M. 
Lemerirer, f. 4,00. 

The Figaro added that these Deputies 
were not prosecuted because the of- 
ficial accountant, M. Flory, was of the 
opinion that the formation of the syn- 
dicate was perfectly regular and there- 
fore its members were not gullty of 
corruption. j 
It is to be presumed that it was upon 
this subject that the debate arose 
which eventually resulted in the defeat 
of the government, the latter having 
control of the railroads in France. 

Ex-Senator Magnier, as cabled to the 
Associated Press at the time, was 
found guilty of corruption in connec- 
tion with the administration of the 
South of France Railway Committee 
and was sentenced on October 19 to a 
year's imprisonment.

Secretary Olney, it is thought, in view 
of the more or less serious character 
of the situation, will make some ef. 
fort to bring up the dispute at the 
Bering Sea convention next week. 

In case of trouble along the frontier 
in the Yukon mining region, the Un 
States District Attorney at Sitka has 
the authority to employ deputy mar 
shals to preserve the law and order, 
but it would take several months for 
the news of the disturbance to reach 
him at Sitka, and for his orders to be 
carried into effect. Officials of the De- 
partment of Justice said that he weuld 
not have the power to place men along 
the line for police duty, or for any 
other purpose except on special occas- 
ions, such as a riot. If this be the 
case, prompt action by Congress this 
winter will be necessary to remedy the 
difficulties, and it is understood that a 
bill will be intreduced to provide Alaska 
with a more perfect form of govern- 
ment.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 28.—A strange 
story of an alleged plot in connection 

‘with the trial of Theodore Durrant 
came to light today through a letter 
addressed to the Coroner. The police 
claim that they have known of the plot 
for some time, and that the knowledge 
that the plot had been discovered led 
Attorney Deuprey for the defense to 

abandon the plot and take to his bed, 
leaving the closing management of the 
case to Gen. Dickinson, who, it is al- 
leged, did not know of the plot. 

Six men are, according to the 
implicated as those who were to swear 
to false statements prepared for 
them, it is alleged, by the defense. 
The police say that the plan was con- 
ceived entirely by Durrant and carried 
out largelw under his direction by the 
‘ald of one of his counsel. The plan was 
to make such evidence as would prove 
an alibi for Durrant, and at the same 
time implicate Rev. J. George Gibson 
in the murder of both Blanche Lamont 
and Minnie Williams. One of these al- 
leged witnesses, who, by his letter to 
the Coroner, confesses his part in the 
plot, said that he and the others were 
ready to manufacture an alibi, but that 
when they were asked to implicate Gib- 
son, they weakened and gave a hint to 
‘the police, which spoiled the whole plan. 

The fetter, which is dater October 27, 
— signed George Reynolds, is as fol- 
ows: 

“Tonight I will seek rest from all 
worldly cares in these waters near the 
Cliff House. 1 write this so you need 
have no inquest or identification. I was 
some months age to be a Witness in 
the Durrant trial for the murder of 
Minnie Williams. I send you a state- 
ment prepared for me to learn, with five 
other men, named Smythe, Dugan, 
Stewart, Taylor and Harrington. I ob- 
jected to take part in the matter be- 
cause part of the plan was to implicate 
Preacher Gibson, I assisted E. N 
Thayer, Durrant's friend, in fixing up 
the plan; Smythe, Dugan and Stewart 
were to be witnesses in the Lamont 
case, and Taylor, Harrington and I 
were to help him out in the Williams 
case. I tried to get the statements of 
the other five to enclose with this, but 
they would not give them up. 

“Smythe was to say Blanche Lamont 
was at his house near Haywards until 
Friday, April 5, when she left for home. 
The strap with Blanche Lamont's 
name I marked myself with her name. 
I cut off the end of the strap and sent 
it to Chief Crowley three months ago 
with other matter.

Wherever, they 
have gone they have induced the own- 
ers of mills and the handlers of lumber 
to enter the compact. Mill after mill 
has been taken in and the company, 
which has this city for headquarters, 
has already assumed gigantic propor- 
tions. ‘ 
Bibb and Holt have already visited 
most of the important mills in Oregon 
and Southern Washington. They are 
now on the way to Seattle, where it is 
hoped that the new combination will be 
made. It is the purpose of the combine 
to inelude the mills of British Colum- 
bia. Without the mills, no active work 
can be done. Outside of the trust they 
will be a standing menace to success, 
as they have been dangerous competi- 
tors for years in the trade of this 
Coast. They will not, however, be eas- 
ily won and the foes of Bibb and Holt 
in that field are awaited with anxiety. 
After finishing their business in Seattle 
the lumbermen will cross the line into 
Canada. If the combine succeeds in 
drawing the lumbermen there into their 
trust, they will secure one of the most 
powerful combinations ever attempted 
on the Coast. The Central Company 
has already advanced the price of lum- 
ber. but the increase is said to indicate 
nothing more than a policy. Prices 
will go still higher, and there is noth- 
ing to suggest how far they will go if 
the manufacturers of British Columbia 
enter the trust.

The news received here from 
Hongkong that an outbreak against 
foreigners is expected at Canton seems 
to indicate that there has been a re- 
newal of the widespread anti-foreign 
feeling. The British consul at Han- 
kow, it is known, was warned that an 
outbreak would occur at Wucheng on 
September 12. In view of this the Swe- 
dish and American ladies left Wucheng 
and sought shelter in the consulate at 
Hankow, and later the children of the 
American Episcopal Church were 
taken to a place of safety. 

It appears that the Chinese braves 
who were ordered to disband after the 
war objected to doing so and are at- 
tacking foreigners, although none of 
the latter were to be killed. The gov- 
ernor of Wucheng thought it best not 
to carry out the decrees and thus the 
oytbreak was averted. 

SECRET SOCIETIES ACTIVE. 
ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 28. — The 
Viadivostock correspondent of the No- 
voe Vremya telegraphs that Chinese 
secret societies are showing marked 
activity and that they are enjoying the 
support of-many officials who are mem- 
bers of these organizations. The situa- 
tion is regarded as being very critical. 

KINGLY MANIPULATIONS. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 28.—Accord- 
ing to a dispatch from Seoul to the 
Novoe Vremya, the King of Korea has 
chosen another Queen and has assumed 
the title of Emperor. It is also stated 
that the heir apparent is being sent 
as an envoy to America and England 
with the object of getting him out of 


the country and preparing the way to 


the throne for a prince who stands in 
higher favor. 


RUSSIANS IN THE EAST. 
LONDON, Oct. 28.—In spite of the 


‘statement made by the Graphic today, 


a high official in authority says the 
alarming dispatch to the Times from 
Hongkong regarding important conces- 
sions made by China to Russia, bears 
no resemblance to the actual facts.” 
The news seem to be confirmed today 
from two sources. G. E. Morrison, who 
recently traveled through China, writes 
that as far back as last August the 
Chinese newspapers “outlined a scheme 
by which China proposed to reward 
Germany, France and Russia for their 
intervention against Japan. Germany, 
he says, was to have concessions of 
land at the treaty ports of Hankow 
and Tien-Tsin, France was to be 
granted certain privileges in Southeast 


China, and Russia was to be allowed to 


extend her railway system to Port Ar- 
thur. 

The second ground for believing the 
report may be correctis found ina dis- 
patch to the Daily; Telegram from Vi- 
enna, published today, giving an outline 
of an interview with a well-known Rus- 
sian statesman who practically admits 
the truth of the news telegraphed from 
Hongkong to the Times. 

Referring to the Americans, the Rus- 
sian statesman is quoted as saying: 
“The Americans are our friends in Eu- 
rope. They are specially zealous in es- 
pousing our cause when we need no 
outsiders’ help. But in the Far Bast 
they are our enemies or rivals.“ 

At the Russian embassy here, how- 
ever, the statement is made that there 
is absolutely no foundation for the an- 
nouncement made by the Times. It is 
asserted by the Russian officials that 
no such treaty has been concluded be- 
tween the governments of Russia and 
China and it is further asserted by 
them that the Russian government is 
not animated by any anti-English feel- 
ing in its policy in connection with the 
Far East. 

The Times will tomorrow publish a 
dispatch from Hongkong which says: 
“Speaking at a public banquet at 
Viadivostock on September 27, which 
was given in his honor on the occasion 
of his departure for Europe; Gen. Douk- 
hofsky, Governor of Eastern Siberia, 
referred to the new Manchuria conces- 
sion and strongly urged that the com- 
munity be not alarmed by it, for Vlad- 
ivostock must remain the headquarters 
though a portion of the fleet would be 
at Port Arthur. The Governor and 
port admiral of Vladivostock spoke in 
the same strain. 

Three missions with an escort of one 
hundred Cossacks each started respect- 
ively from Nertchinsk, Blagovestich- 
ensk and Nikolsk to explore and survey 
certain portions of the interior of Man- 
churia. A Shanghai telegram states 
that five Russian warships are inside 
and nine are outside of the harbor of 
Port Arthur.” 

An Odessa dispatch to the Times 
says that another cruiser of the Rus- 
sian volunteer fleet has started with a 
contingent of sailors, ammunition and 
war material to join the. Russian fleet 
cruising near Japan. 

The Times says in an editorial this 
morning: The official denial of our 
Hongkong dispatch is given in a form 
leaving no doubt that at least as re- 
gards the double approach to Port Ar- 
thur, our correspondent at Tien-sin 
was misled. Yet if he erred it was in 
good company, the Governor of Siberia 
having been under the same {mpres- 
sion.”’

States. Speaking of the Venezuelan 
question,. he said: 

“England claims, and is seeking to 
possess and hold by force, territory in 
Venezuela which Venezuela claims, 
and I think all disinterested parties be- 
lieve England has no just claim. If 
the claim of Great Britain is wrongful, 
it is clearly in violation of the Monroe 
doctrine. It appears to me from the 
best information I have been able to 
obtain on the Venezuelan question, the 
present situation and the action of the 
British government, that the course 
Great Britain is pursuing for the ac- 
quisition of territory on this hemisphere 

y force calls for the prompt inter- 
vention of the Unfted States; that noth- 
ing else is compatible with out national 
dignity and interests and the honor of 
our people. 

“There are but two courses for the 
United States to pursue; one of which 
is to abandon the Monroe doctrine, and 
to no longer protest against European 
aggression, monarchical domination on 
this hemisphere, and submit to the hu- 
miliation such a course would’ bring 
upon us. The other is to enforce our 
policy concerning affairs on this con- 
tinent by protest, and, if necessary, by 
intervention and the. ultimate arbitra- 
tion ‘of the Word. 

"We should also extend to Cuba the 
Monroe doctrine and not allow the in- 
tervention of any European power to 
assist Spain to subdue the insurrection 
in Cuba or to maintain her rule there, 
and if the time comes when it becomes 
necessary to enforce our national pol- 
icy toward Cuba and to take her un- 
der the protection of the American 
flag, we should not hesitate to do so.” 


“OUR WAR WITH ENGLAND.”

The matrimonial agent 
came and proposed a rich marriage. 
The young woman was of affluent fam- 
ily, carefully raised. Her parents, 
named De Baudreville, were rich danded 
proprietors. They gave the Marquis 1600 
in a marriage contract, but the young 
lady had been unfortunate. When she 
was quite young, Blanche was betrayed 
by a gardener in the employ of ber 
father. She became a mother, byt the 
fact.was kept dark. Nobody imagined 
that the boy, registered under 4he as< 
sumed name of Hyppolite Henry, after<« 
wards surnamed Menaldo, was the som 

Menaldo reached the age of 18. He 
knew nothing of the secret of nis birth, 
At the end of the year he became mo- 
rose and insubordinate. ‘The poor boy, 
it seems, had but one idea—to make 
enough money to enable him to find 
out his mother. The Marquis de Nayve 
proposed to send Menaldo to a Jesuit 
college in America. This proposition 
was resisted by the Marquise. A few 
days later the Marquis left the Chateau 
of Presles without saying anything to 
his wife and started for the Pont de 
Beauvoisin, where he took Ménaldo 
from the seminary, without telling the 
superior where he was going with him, 
This was the end of October, 1885. 

No more was heard of poor Menaldo 
until November 14. On that day the 
Marquise received a short letter from 
the Marguis, dated Marseilles, inform- 
ing her simply of the flight and disap- 
pearance of Menaldo. he Italian au- 
thorities started an investigation. On 
November 11, in the morning. between 
Sorrento and Castellamare, en the 
south side of the Bay of Naples, the 
body of the boy was found lying on the, 
rocks, with his skull smashed an

tified as that of M a 

The last seen of the lad alive he was 
in the company of the Marquis near 
the scene of the tragedy. It is proba- 
ble the murder was a matter of aris- 
tocratic pride. The Marquis did not 
want the living testimony of the fact 
that he, the proud De Nayve, married a 
girl with a blot on her name.

First round—Griffo put in a hot left 
on Dixon’s stomach. Dixon returned 
with a left on the face. Dixon led the 
left and Griffo countered on the ear. 
holding his hand there each time un- 
til they broke away. Dixon tried to 
punch and Griffo clinched until the end 
of the round. 

Second round—Griffo sent his left t« 
Dixon's face. Then he clinched each 


— Dixon led for him. Griffo placed 


left on Dixon’s breast and Dixon 
countered on the head. Griffo got to 
the stomach. Dixon countered on the 


the 
round. 

Third round—Griffo got his left once 
more on Dixon's stomach. In a rally 
Dixon swung wildly. Griffo smashed 
Dixon on the face with his left. Dixon 
tried hard to get his right to. Griffo, 
but the Australian was too clever, and 
closed in on him each time, getting 
an occasional jab on the body and ribs. 

Fourth round—Dixon still tried to 
get one of his smashes, but Griffo ran 
in on him as before, and spoiled Dixon’s 
rushes. Dixon began swinging right 
and left and Griffo jabbed his left on 
the stomach. , 

Fifth round—Dixon led off with a 
light left on the face, but Griffo stopped 
him, and landed left on Dixon’s neck. 
Both countered with left on jaw, Griffo 
put right and left three times on 
Dixon’s face, and twice more with left 
in the face, pushing him to the ropes. 

Sixth round—They fiddled for a while 
in Dixon’s corner and Griffo landed 
on Dixon's body, and then put his left 
on Dixon’s face. He then jammed his 
left on Dixon's eye, and again his 
face, close fighting ending the round. 

Seventh round—Griffo led his left 
on Dixon’s face and put his right on the 
body. Dixon sent his right on the body 
and left on the head. Dixon placed his 
left on the face. Dixon got his left on 
Griffo’s body and Griffo reached Dixon's 
face with his left. 

Eighth round—Griffo landed his left 
on Dixon’s face and body. Dixon got in 
a hot left swing on Griffo’s body. 
Griffo sent four lefts in succession upon 
Dixon’s face. Dixon got wild as Griffo 
kept jabbing. Griffo went right and 
left on Dixon’s face, and landed on 
Dixon’s face as the gong sounded. 

Ninth round—Dixon stopped a left 
lead for the wind. Griffo smashed his 
left twice rapidly on Dixon’s face, send- 
ing him to the ropes. Once more he put 
his left to the face, and annoyed Dixon 
by laughing and saying, “Again,” and 
Dixon got his right to the ribs, and the 
round ended in a clinch. 

Tenth and last round—Dixon tried his 
left half a dozen times, but Griffo 
stopped him with a rush. Dixon reached 
the ribs. Dixon landed his left on 
Griffo’s neck and Griffo tweaked Dix- 
on’s nose with his left: Dixon swung 
his right on the head, and the bout was 
over.

KENNETT ON TRIAL. 


PROSECUTION ALL IN AND THE 
DEFENSE BEGUN 


— bd 


Young Lawson on the Stand—His 
Testimony Shaken on Cross- 
Examination. 


Testimony of a Witness Called by 
the Prosecution Benefits the 
Defense. 


Magnificent Showing of Character 
Witnesses and Depositions from 
St. Louis in Behalf of the 


Kennett's trial has really commenced 
at last, and the slayer of A. B. Lawson 
has now heard all the evidence at the 
command of the District Attorney mar- 
shalled against him, the few witnesses 
being called in quick succession and 
the prosecution finishing its case in the 
middle ot the afternoon. The courtroom 
was packed with curious listeners and 
gazers, all the seats being occupied and 
the walls lined with those who could 
find no rest for their weary bones, but 
whose interest rose above such mun- 
dane considerations as aching backs 
and tired legs. The gallery was closed 
by order of the judge, who accompanied 
the ukase with a scathing rebuke to 
that portion of the free and enlightened 
American public who had frescoed the 
entire place with tobacco juice during 
the Roemer trial. 

A number of ex parte cases demanded 
attention at the opening of court, but 
half an hour of hard work cleared those 
out of the way, and at 10:30 a general 
rustle of expectation sounded through 
the room as Dennis Kearney, the 
brother-in lawof the deceased detective. 
was called as the first witness on be- 
half of the people. Apropos of that rus- 
tle and the accompanying murmur, it 
continued all day. The ceaseless shuf- 
Aing of feet, squirming about in seats, 
whispered conversation, and tramping 
through the lobby made an undercur- 
rent of annoyance that was never 
abated, and at times the voices of law- 
yer and witness were hardly distin- 
guishable. The fiend with squeaky boots 
was abroad in the land, and constantly 
in motion, while the intermittant rattle 
of the tin cup at the water jar pro- 
claimed that listening was a thirsty 
business, and that here was an oppor- 
tunity for unnecessary noise too good 
to be missed by any restless spectator. 

In reply to the question of the District 
Attorney, Mr. Kearney stated that he 
was a deputy sheriff; that he had known 

wson for twelve years, and that he 
was present at the time of the shoot- 
ing and arrested Kennett. Kearney 
was in Lawson's business office, talking 
to him and his son when Kennett en- 


tered from Mr. Kemp's office, which ad- 


joined Lawson's. Kennett asked to see 
Lawson alone, and the two went into 
the detective’s private office. In about 
three minutes the witness heard three 
shots, the first two fired in rapid suc- 
cession. and the third after an interval 
of perhaps half a minute. 

Mr. Kearney ran to the door, which 
was closed inside by a spring lock, 
and, finding it fast, threw his weight 
against it in the effort to break it open. 
As he did so the door opened, dis- 
closing Kennett standing inside with 
the revolver in his hand. Kearney 
did not see Lawson at all, but Ken- 
nett said, quietly, “I've got him,” and 
the Deputy Sheriff caught him by the 
Hy and began to drag him toward the 
ail. 

Kennett said: ‘You need not hold 
me. I do not wish to get away. and 
made no other remark. earney 
handed him over to the jailer and 
rushed back to the scene of the trag- 
edy, where he found Under-Sheriff 
Clement, and young Al Lawson stand- 
ing at the telephone endeavoring to 
call up Dr. Wernigk. Kearney handed 
to Mr. Clement the pistol he had taken 
from Kennett, and went to Lawson's 
body, which was lying on its back with 
the head against the dor leading into 
the hall-way. He did not examine the 
body, but believed there were no arms 
upon it. 

After the body had been removed 
from the room, Kearney and young 
‘Lawson unlocked the desk, a point 
which was emphasized by the Dis- 
trict Attorney, as it was in this desk 
that Lawson’s revolver. was found. 
The witness saw nothing unusual in 
Kennett’s appearance or manner when 
he entered Lawson’s office, and Lawson 
himself appeared to be in his ordinary 
humor. 

Mr. Harris began the cross-examina 
tion by requesting Mr. Kearney to 
draw a diagram of the offices, and, us- 
ing it to illustrate each move, ques- 
tioned the witness minutely about 
every particular of the scene which 
immediately preceded the shooting. 
making a point of the fact that he had 
taken no note of Lawson when the door 
of the private office was thrown open 
after the shooting, and pointing out 
the discrepancy between Kearney’s tes- 
timony on direct examination that he 
had heard no sound of conversation 
in the private office, and his assertion 
at the inquest and preliminary exam- 
ination, that he had heard a murmur 
of talk between Kennett and Lawson 
just before the shots rang out. 

Alfred B. Lawson, aged twenty, the 
son of the murdered man, was next 
called, and the boy’s thin, white face, 
always impressive in its still rage and 
grief, was doubly so as he took his 
place on the witness-stand to tell the 
story of his father’s ‘death. His voice 
was low and unsteady as he com- 
menced his description of the tragedy, 
and at times failed altogether under 
pressure of his cruelly vivid recollec- 
tion of the scene. He testified to hav- 
ing been in what was called the em- 
ployees office, when Kennett entered. 
The door into Mr. Kemp’s office had 
been open and he had heard laughter 
and conversation in the room before 
he closed the door and sat down to 
read. In a moment, S. A. Garrett 
ame in and asked for Lawson, who 
was out at the time, then went on into 
Kemp’s office. Lawson came in a few 
minutes later, shouted to Garrett, who 
returned and both went into the pri- 
vate office. 

The telephone bell rang for Mr. 
Davis, a stenographer, who was in 
Kemp’s office, and the witness went to 
call him. As he opened the door, he 
saw Kennett standing there, and looked 
at him with some attention, as he had 
not seen him for some time. Going 
back to the employees’ office, he found 
his father and Kearney there. 

In a few minutes Kennett entered, 
and asked to see Lawson alone, Law- 
son said: “Certainly, sir,” and led the 
way into his private office. As the two 
men passed into the hallway, the wit- 
ness rose in his chair, and again 
scanned Kennett closely through a 
small window in the partition. He 
saw Kennett, who had both hands in 
the pockets of his sack coat, close the 
door with a movement of his right el- 
bow, and then settled hack into his 
chair, addressing a remark to Kearney 
as he did so. : 

In a minute or so, he heard a muffled 
sound of shots, and, springing up, 
rushed out to go to the Sheriff’s office 
for assistance. As he passed the door 
of the office, he heard the latch snap, 
and stopped to try the door, but found 
it fast, so ran on to the Sheriff’s of- 
fice. In response to a question as to 
why he had taken this course, the wit- 
ness said that the moment he heard 
the shats he knew who was shooting, 
as his father had no revolver upon him. 
Under Sheriff Clement returned with 
him, and preceded him into the room, 
which was filled with smoke. 1 

The boy’s voice failed entirely as he 
tried to describe the scene which 
greeted him. He saw his father lying

on the floor, and, not knowing how 
badly he was hurt, went to him and 
called him by name. Mr. Clement, af- 
ter a hasty examéination, directed him 
to telephofte for a doctor, as his father 
was dying. He called up Dr. Wernigk, 
who examined the body and said that 
Lawson was dead. 

After the removal of the body, the 
witness unlocked the desk in the 
private office. In answer to close ques- 
tioning about any conversation that 
might have preceded the shooting, he 
stated that he had heard a kind of 
mumbling from the private office just 
es the first two shots were fired, and 
thought it was Kennett's voice he 
heard, as it did mot sound like his 
father’s. 

The cross-examination of young Law- 
son's testimony was Very close and se- 
vere, and the defense succeeded in 
proving a very serious discrepancy 
which existed between his evidence 
at the inquest and prelimina exam- 
ination, and that at the trial, as re- 
garded some important particular, no- 
tably the mumbling of Kennett's voice 
just before the shooting, which was a 
new feature developed since the other 
examination, when the witness had tes- 
tifled to having heard no sound of con- 
versation prior to the shooting, and 
also the fact of Kennett's having had 
his hands in his pockets, and closing 
the door with his ht elbow, witb his 
right hand still in pocket as if it 
grasped a weapon. 

The evidence from the Coroner's in- 
quest was produced by Mr. Harris, and 
the witness was requested to examine 
it during the noon recess. The court 
then adjourned until 2 p. m. 

THE AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The crowd of listeners had in no wise 
diminished when the court convened 
in the afternoon. Mrs. Lawson, dressed 
in deepest mourning, had come quietly 
into the courtroom during the morning 
session, and had listened attentively to 
the testimony of her son. At 2 p.m. 
she was again in her place, with the 
heavy black veil thrown back and her 
face as pale and eager as was the boy’s. 

Young Lawson was a few minutes 
late, a fact which was commented upon 
by Judge Smith with some asperity 
when the witness finally hurried into 
the room. The first question asked by 
Mr. Harris was whether the witness 
had examined his o testimony at the 
previous examinations as requested. 
Upon being answered in the negative 
the attorney put the young man 
through a minute examination as to 
the relative positions of his chair and 
the window through which he had 
stated that he had seen Kennett, and 
tested his recollection pretty thorough- 
ly on all points. 

The witness had remarked to Kear- 
ney, as Kennett followed Lawson into 
his private office, that he thought Ken- 
nett was after a job, and answered in 
the affirmative to a sudden question 
as to whether or not he had stated at 
the Coroner’s inquest that he did not 
blame Kennett. Quite a lively tussle 
took place over this bit of evidence, the 
District Attorney ineisting that it be 
stricken out, but the ruling of the 
court was that it should stand. 

Every scrap of the witness's testi- 
mony, on direct examination, concern- 
ing the events of the afternoon, was 
then gone over, and the boy finally re- 
leased, with a reiterated request that 
he examine his former testimony with 
a view to being recalled. 

On redirect examination the troubled 
question of the witness’s speech abcut 
not blaming Kennett was reviewed, 
but young Lawson stuck to the asser- 
tion and said his meaning was that he 
did not blame Kennett for his father's 
death as much as other parties back 
of him. 

The next witness was the Coroner, 
Dr. George Campbell. who had 
reached the room fifteen minutes after 
the shooting, and had examined Law- 
son's body. Dr. Campbell testified as 
to the location of the wounds, one in 
the left breast and two in the back; 
also to the abrasions on the right side 
of the face, received in falling, and to 
the powder-burns on the hands and the 
coat. The doctor stated that the wound 
in the breast and the one highest up in 
the back were both necessarily and al- 
most instantaneously fatal. ; 

The clothing worn by the deceased 
was produced, examined end placed in 
evidence as the people’s exhibit. The 
light gray coat and waistcoat were but 
little soiled and stained, But the bullet- 
holes showed up with startling distirct- 
ness. For once in the day, there was 
profound silence in the courtroom as 
the garments bearing the fatal marks 
were held up to view. Young Law- 
son’s self-control gave way utterly, 
and the tears streamed down his pale 
oheeks as he turned away from the 
sight so terrible to him. Near him, his 
mother’s form shook with convulsive 
sobs, and her face was bowed in her 
hands beneath the shelter of the heavy 
black veil. 

The defense waived all cross-exami- 
nation of the Coroner, and Dr. Wer- 
nigk was called, and corroborated Dr. 
Campbell's testimony. Dr. Bryant was. 
next asked for, but was not present, 
and a temporary hitch occurred in the 
proceedings as E. J. Kennedy, the 
jailer, and W. 8. Livengood, a re- 
porter, were successively called for, but 
did not respond. The telephone bell 
could be heard ringing madly in the 
reporter's room, but the witnesses were 
anywhere but there, and at last Mr. 
McComas said, in desperation: ‘Weil, 
call Mr. Clement, if he is handy.” 

Fortunately the Under-Sheriff hap- 
pened to be handy“ and was soon in 
the courtroom. His testimony as to 
the scene of the shooting and the find- 
ing of the body when he entered the 
room with young Lawson was simply 
corroborative, and he identified the re- 
volver he had taken from Kennett, 
which was put in evidence as the peo- 
ple’s exhibit C.“ 

F. H. McAllister, the court stenog- 
rapher of Department One, was then 
sworn, but the formality of his taking 
the stand was dispensed with, as he 
was to combine the two offices of an- 
swering questions as a witnes and tak- 
ing down his own testimony as re- 
porter. There was not much to take 
down, as the time was passed in a le- 
gal battle as to whether the testimony 
of Kennett in the trial of Kid“ Thomr- 
son should or should not be admitted. 
The District-Attorney was extremely 
anxious to get it in, but all four of the 
lawyers for the defense sat down sol- 
idly on the proposition, and the Judge 
finally quenched both sides by confis- 
eating the transcript and announcing 
that he would examine it and decide 
later whether it was relevant to the 
case or not. 

By this time Mr. Clement was ready 
to be recalled, and again took the 
stand to testify as to the happenings 
in Kennett’s cell at the jail, within half 
an hour after the shooting. Mr. Cle- 
ment went to the cell, where Kennett 
was in conversation with Sheriff Burr, 
Jailer Kennedy and several others. The 
witness asked Mr. Burr how Lawson 
wa: when answered that he was dead, 
said: 

J am glad of it. I have no apologies 
and no regrets. I killed him, and I am 
glad of it.“ 

Mr. Clement could not remember the 
subsequent conversation in detail, and 
did not hear all of it, but recollected 
something about Kennett having said 
that he had tried to live a good life, 
harming no one, and also that he had 
spoken of Lawson as owing him money 
and of his effort to get $100 to bury his 
wife with. 

The defense questioned the Under 
Sheriff closely about anything Kennett 
might have said about the quarrel 
between himself and Lawson immedi- 
ately before the shooting. but he had 
not heard the conversation if it took

Sheriff John Burr was then called, 
and corroborated Mr. Clement’s story 
about Kennett’s statements immedi- 
ately after the shooting, but did not 
clearly remember any account of the 
alleged quarrel, not having 
of the. conversation. ‘

Livengood, had reached the courtroom. 
Mr. Livengood was promptly seized 


Deputy Sheriff Marsh and 
in the room with the rest of the wit- 
ne who, with the exception of 
Young Lawson, were excluded from 
the courtroom during the trial. Mr. 


Todd was called to the stand, and soon 
proved that he had lived up to the 
spirit of his profession by 


taking in 
everything that Kennett had said. 
There was no hesitation about the 


statements of this witness. He said 


that he had asked Kennettall about the 
killing, and reiterated the evidence ot 


(Messrs. Burr and Clement, with very 
considerable additions. Kennett had 


frankly asserted that he considered 
Lawson the worst scoundrel upon 
earth, and had told the reporters how 
his wife had died the week before, and 
that he wanted to get some of the 
money Lawson owed him that he 
might pay for her burial. Lawson had 
said to him: 

“You 
cent.“ 

Kennett replied that no man could 
talk to him in that fashion, where 
upon Lawson sprang at him, repeating 
the vile epithet, and saying that he 
would show him whether or not he 
could use such language. 

Mr. Todd was supposed to be a wit- 
ness for the prosecution, but the pros- 
ecution squirmed uneasily as the story 
ran fluently along, and the defense was 
wreathed in smiles as it saw thus es- 
tablished, without an effort on its part, 
the very point it had been struggling 
all the afternoon to get into evidence. 
With a gentle gurgle of satisfaction it 
waived all cross-examination, and Mr. 
Todd stepped down still blandly un- 
conscious that he had been anything 
but most useful to the prosecution. 

The District-Attorney was not keen 
for the evidence of the other reporter 
who had interviewed Kennett, and Mr. 
Livengood was excused. 

Being just a bit tired, after Mr. 
Todd's testimony, the people then 
rested, and the defense began to shove 
in its character witnesses and depo- 
sitions. They were thicker than huck- 
leberries in a swamp. : 

J. A. Hudson of South Riverside, was 
called, and testified to having known 
Kennett when he was Chief of Police 
in St. Louis, and to having known 
nothing but good of him there. 

A deposition was read from Senator 
George C. Vest of Missouri, who had 
known Kennett for thirty-four years, 
both in that State and in Virginia, and 
who testified to entertaining the hiah- 
est respect for him on account of both 
family and personal qualities. Sena- 
tor Vest had been well-acquainted with 
Kennett when he was a member of 
the House of Representatives in Mis- 
souri, in 1874-75, and knew him as a 
valued legislator and a man of spotless 
reputation. 

Edward C. Simmons, Police Com- 
missioner and a prominent merchant 
in St. Louls, knew Kennett as Chief 
of Police in that city, and testified to 
his good reputation as a peaceable and 
law-abiding citizen, and a thorouch 
gentleman. 

The same teatimony was given in the 
depositions of John Freer, a St. 
Louis merchant, Thomas Richardson, 
president of the Merchants’ Exchange: 
John W. Campbell, captain of police; 
Thomas W. Purcell, sergeant of police: 
Samuel Cousins, member of the Police 
Commission; Rev. James H. Brookes, 
and many other prominent officials and 
citizens of St. Loius, who had known 
the defendant and now gladly seized 
the opportunity to say a good word for 
him in his hour of trouble. 

William J. Reed of this city, but a 
lawyer who practiced for twenty-five 
years at St. Louis, and had had much 
to do with Kennett as Chief of Police, 
added another load to the pile of testi- 
monials to the good character of the 
defendant, and spoke of him in cordial 
terms of respect. 

Prof. William Patterson and Capt 
Kraszynski, two old soldiers who had 
acted ak weighers under Kennett at th 
customhouse in San Francisco, both 
‘testified to his general good character

JOSEPH MANLEY ON THE 
CHANCES OF SAN FRANCISCO. 


Hard Work Shoald Bring the 
Repeblican Convention to 
State—Omahd Puts in «a 
Probable Date of Meeting. 


(REGCLAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 28.—Joseph 
H. Manley, the member of the Repub- 
lican National Executive Committee 
from Maine, arrived on the Central 
overland today. This is Manley's first 
trip over the Rocky Mountains. He 
has been a friend of California for 
many years. In 1891 he voted as a 
member of the national committee that

“I've come here,“ he said, “to see 
what the West looks like. It's the 
first time I’ve ever crossed the Missouri 
River. I'm sorry now that I did not 
make this trip long ago. I am not go- 
ing to say anything about Presidential 
politics. That's not my business here. 
But I will talk about the convention if 
you like. I am for San Francisco. It 
was my desire to see the convention 
held here four years ago. We have a 
kindly feeling toward California in 
Maine. 

“If my vote could bring it here ,the 
convention would come. I think the 
chances are good. All the States and 
Territories of the Rocky Mountain re- 
gion and the Dakotas should naturally 
favor San Francisco. Maine is with 
you. I understand you have the votes 
of Fessenden of Connecticut and II- 
bart of New Jersey. Oklahoma, I be- 
lieve, is favorable to California. That 
will leave your committee but eight 
votes to get,and with good, hard work, 
they ought to he ohtained, 

“You will find the great obstacle in 
the way, however, to be the claim ‘that 
San Francisco telegraphic facilities are 
not adequate. Some of the Eastern 
newspapers will make all they can out 
of that point.“ 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.— Senator 
Carter, chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, was questioned today 
as to the probable time of holding the 
next Republican convention. He said 
that he had not conferred with other 
members of the committee regarding 
the date, but as six months’ notice must 
be given after the meeting of the com- 
mittee, the convention could not be 
called earlier than about the middle of 
June.

Ensign Baird, a sturdy, honorable 
yeung fellow in love with a glorious 
girl, the daughter of a sea-captain, is 
made the victim of a conspiracy by 
which a United States war-vessel is to 
be so hampered as to allow of the es- 
cape of a rebel frigate, at the time 
under the control of the Union forces. 
To insult Baird — traduce his sweet- 
heart—engage him in a quarrel—cause 
a court-martial to be convened—and as 
a result of this liberate the Southern 
vessel—this is the scheme. The young 
ensign is warned, however, and upon 
meeting the traducer refuses to listen 
to,slander but is provoked to murder 
when the Stars and Stripes are pulled 
from their position and trampled under 
the feet of the renegade conspirators. 
The court-martial follows, the death 
penalty is pronounced and the remain- 
der of the action in the play is a suc- 
cession of efforts to secure the pardon 
of the ensign.

As the Armenians fled in terror, they 
were shot down, and the women cap- 
tured by rioters were fastened to stakes 
and burned alive. Armenian women 
who fell into the hands of the mob, it 
is also asserted, were outraged and bru- 
tally mutilated. It is also stated that 
4 churches were deserted and villages pil- 
laged, cattle and portable property of 
any. value belonging to the Armenians 
being carried off by the marauders. 
One hundred and fifty Armenians are 
reported killed. The surviving villag- 
ers applied to the Governor of Baiburt 
for protection, who, after hearing their 
complaint, sent three policemen to the 
scene of the massacre after the slaugh- 
ter had ended. 
The Turkish officials, it is claimed, 
know the ringleaders of the outbreak, 
but. apparently no steps have been 
taken to arrest them. The number of Ar- 
menians massacred at Erzingjam is 
now said to be several hundred. The 
Turks, it is stated, have also attacked 
Armenians in the district of Gumush- 
dagh, near Trebizond, and slaughtered 
many.

After transacting more or less minor 
business the question was discussed 
relative to the building of a pavilion at 
the High School for the accommodation 
of the pupils, so as to protect them 
when outside the building from the sun 
and weather. 

On motion the Building Committee 
was empowered to advertise for pro- 
posals for the construction of a pavilion 
as proposed in accordance with plans 
and specifications to be furnished by 
the Building Superintendent. 

The Building Committee was re- 
quested to investigate the need of fire 
escapes for the High School. 

The Teachers’ Committee reported: 

“We recommend that Miss Alice 
Blackington be assigned as directress 
of the afternoon kindergarten at the 
Castelar-street school, and that Miss 
Augusta Flentjen be assigned as assist- 
ant; that Miss Ora Flint be assigned 
as assistant in the forenoon at 
the Castelar-street school; that 
Miss Mae Phillips be assigned 
as assistant kindergarten teacher 
at the Ann-street school; that Miss 
Mary L. Small be assigned to the third 
grade in the Hewitt-street school; that 
Miss Minnie L. Wagner be assigned to 
the eighth grade in Hewitt-street 
school; that E. D. Wyckhoff be em- 
ployed as supervisor of music at a sal- 
ary of $100 per month; also that a night 
school be established at No. 537 Ducom- 
mun street.“ 

The report was adopted save the 
clause in reference to a director of 
music, which question was laid on the 
table till the next regular meeting. 

The Insurance Committee reported, 
recommending that additional insur- 
ance be placed on certain school build- 
ings, as follows: Union avenue, $5090; 
San Pedro. $4250; Sand street. $2000; 
Gates street, $3000; Casco street, $2000; 
total, $16,250. Adopted. 

The Committee on Janitors reported, 
recommending the aponprance of the 
resignation of George E. Wise as janitor 
of the Amelia-street school, and that L. 
McPherson be elected to fill the va- 
cancy. Adopted. 

A report of the High School Commit- 

tee, recommending certain changes in 
the courses of study in the High School 
was adopted. 
The Committee on Furniture, Repairs, 
etc., reported recommending that the 
carpeting for offices in Gates, San Pe- 
dro, Sand, Hellman, Union-avenue and 
Casco schools be purchased of Niles 
Pease at 80 cents per yard, laid. 
Adopted. 

Mr. Garland, as one of the committee 
of the whole, moved that there be but 
one occasion of public graduating ex- 
ercises during the year, and that it be 
at the close of the school year. 

The question of the payment of tui- 
tion for non-resident pupils was re- 
ferred to the Teachers’ Committee. 

A vote of thanks was tendered to the 
Chamber of Commerce and City Coun- 
cil of San Diego for efforts made toward 
securing the next convention of the Na- 
2 Educational Association in this 
city.

A CITY MARKET. 

The special committee to which was 
referred the matter of a public market 
made the following report:

same, and also requesting them to state 
whether they considered their public 
market a success.

AGAINST ANNEXATION. 

A delegation of citizens, represent- 
ing Pico Heights, Rosedale and Uni- 
versity, was given a hearing on a pro- 
test against the calling of another an- 
nexation election involving those dis- 
tricts. 

The memorial of the committee op- 
posing another election on the annexa- 
tion proposition reads: 

To the Honorable President and 
City Council of Los Angeles: We are 
before you as the mouth-piece of a 
committee of gentlemen representative 
of the school district of Rosedale, a 
portion of the territory recently sought 
to be annexed to this city, which ef- 
fort, however, failed for want of votes. 
But according ‘to rumor a second effort 
is about to be inaugurated with the 
hopes of better success. Permit no 
gentieman to say that of the 249 votes 
counted at the Rosedale precinct on 
the 3d inst., 148, a majority of . were 
against annexation. And notwithstand- 
ing that emphatic decision against an- 
nexation, an attempt is being made 
to ignore the will of the people by in- 
geniously changing the boundaries of 
the territory to be annexed and bring- 
ing about a second election. We have 
recently canvassed our district and 
find the people are more than ever de- 
termined to oppose present annexation. 
They rather express disgust at this sec- 
ond agitation on the very heels of an 
emphatic decision of public senti- 
mem on the annexation question. We 
find Also a number of influential citi- 
zens who were at the last election in 
favor of annexation, now declare that 
if another attempt is Made so soon to 
annex, they will vote against it, and 
without doubt, it the issue is forced, 
Rosé@ale will give an increased major- 
ity against annexation, and remain for 
the present as it is. And here permit 
us to say that in our judgment and 
in that our people, the method 
adopted in the last election of uniting 
the vote of the four school districts 
sought to be annexed, allowing the 
majority of one district to be counted 
in favor of another, with their various 
interests, was unfair and unjust, for 
the reason that the prosperity of one 
district may be promoted by annexa- 
tion, and therefore it may cast a large 
vote for the same. As in the case ot 
Vernon on the 3d inst., when it gave 
a majority of 91 votes in favor of an- 
nexation, said majority was put against 
the majorities of the other three dis- 
tricts opposed to annexation, and had 
Vernon's majority for annexation been 
112 votes instead of 91, the districts of 
Rosedale, Pico Heights and University 
would have been annexed to the city 
im defiance o sive individual 
majorities against it, a their wishes 
for many justifiable reaso 
outside of the city for t 
would have been defeated.

MAIN-STREET PAVING. 


A communication from the Union 
Paving Company said: 

“The Union Paving Company, to 
which was awarded the work of paving 
Main street. has declined to enter into 
contract with the city, and wishes to 


present to your body the following | 


statement regarding the matter: 

“Immediately upon the bids being 
received suit was brought to enjoin the 
city from making the contract on the 
ground that the proceedings were 
faulty and incomplete. -In the trial it 
appeared that certain irregularities did 
exist and could be proven. The lower 
court, however, decided that the errors 
were not fatal. The case has now been 
appealed to the higher court and the 
outcome is, of course, uncertain. We 
were advised by our counsel that under 
these circumstances it would be exceed- 
ingly hazardous for us to enter into the 
contract, as there is scarcely a question 
but that an assessment made to pay 
for the work would be _ resisted. You 
are, of course, aware that it is impos- 
sible to negotiate or handle any bonds 
issued under proceedings about which 
there is the slightest question or sus- 
picion of irregularity. The amount in- 
volved is very large and the risk un- 
der the existing circumstances too 
great to be- incurred. 

“We therefore respectfully petition 
your body to abandon the proceedings 
in question and release us from all ob- 
ligation under them.” 

A little later the City Attorney was 
called in and asked regarding the pros- 
pect for the matter being soon decided 
by the Supreme Court. City Attorney 
Dunn said it was. difficult to even sur- 
mise how soon a decision in the mat- 
ter would be rendered. It was ex- 
plained that another case similar to 
the Main-street case was pending in 
the Supreme Court and the decision of 


that case would practically decide the 


Main-street case. 

It was argued that whatever might 
be the result of the decision it would 
be to the advantage of the property 
owners interested to abandon the pres- 
ent proceedings. If the decision held 
that the proceedings thus taken for 
the paving of Main street under the 
bond act were valid, then bids for the 
work could undoubtedly be obtained 
at a lower figure than the bid sub- 
mitted by the Union Paving Company. 
If the decision held that the proceed- 
ings were invalid, then it would be 
better to have new proceedings far 
enough under way for new bids to be 
received, thus preventing an unneces- 
sary delay of the work. 

After discussion as noted, it was or- 
dered that the proceedings for the 
paving of Main street between Ninth 
and Thirty-seventh streets be aban- 
doned. It was explained that this ac- 
tion would not cause the’city to lose 
its hold on the property owners who 
had. petitioned for the improvement. 
New proceedings could be instituted 
under the same petition and the sign- 
ers of the petition could not legally 
protest against them, provided the pro- 
ceedings were taken in accordance with 
the prayer of the petition.

At the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion Councilman Munson raised his 
voice in reference to the street sweep- 
ing and said it was not being done 
according to contract. Only two or 
three hours before, he said, a street 
sweeper could be seen doing work on 
Spring street that should have been 
done the night before. He thought the 
time had fully arrived to take decisive 
actiononthematter. Hetherefore moved 
that the contract be forfeited and that 
the City Clerk be directed to advertise 
for bids for doing the work for the 
unexpired term of the contract. 

The motion was adopted and s i- 
fications for the work were also adopt- 
ed. It was decided to have the bids 
received next Monday. 

Councilman Savage called attention 
to the bad condition of the fire engine 
house on North Main street, and the 
matter was referred to the Fire and 
Water Committee. 


REGARDING CONSOLIDATION. 


The City Attorney reported as fol- 
lows: 

“In the matter ofthe abolishing of the 
offices of City Tax Collector and City 
Assessor, I have made a careful exam- 
ination of the law under which the pro- 
posed change was to be made, and am 
of the opinion that the act is unconsti- 
tutional, and that in addition to being 
unconstitutional it contains severa pro- 
visions and omits some necessities. 

“First, the act provides that it shall 
have no force in any municipality un- 
less the legislative branch of the mu- 
nicipality shall elect to take advantage 
of it. In short, the act places in the 
City Council a power which the Consti- 
tution clearly gives to the Legislature 
exclusively, and which the Legislature 
cannot delegate to any other body. 

“This act gives to the City Council 
the power to abolish officers who have 
been elected under a charter created 
under the Constitutionof the State, and 
were the act to be taken advantage of 
by the City Council, they would be ex- 
ercising the power of imposing addi- 
tional duties and responsibilities upon 
the County Tax Collector and County 
Assessor, which is a right reserved to 
the Legislature alone. 

There are other reasons in my opin- 


ion why the act is unconstitutional, but 
this one that I have given seems con- 
clusive. 

“The act provides for the collection 
of all city taxesby the County Tax Col- 
lector. These taxes would amount to 
something like $600,000 a year, and it 
will be seen that no provision is made 
for the giving of a bond by, the County 
Tax Collector, and under the act he 
could not be compelled to pay over the 
colleetions made by him to the City 
Treasurer until the whole assessment 
was collected. 

There are other omissions in the act, 
and many of its provisions will be 
found very difficult to reconcile with 
the general scheme of government laid 
down in our city charter. 

“Under ordinary circumstances, I 
should not consider it within the prov- 
ince of the City Council or the City At- 
torney to pass upon the constitutional- 
ity of acts of the Legislature, but in 
this particular instance, should we pro- 
ceed to abolish these offices under the 
act, and a determination of court not 
be reached at an early date, the whole 
tax levy for next year might, and prob- 
ably would, be invalidated. For this 
reason, I have felt it my duty to make 
a careful examination of this matter 
and report to you my conclusions. 

“The matter is of so great importance 
to the city that I have procured the 
opinions of some of the best attorneys 
in the State upon the matter, and these 
opinions concur in finding the act un- 
constitutional. I have in my office the 
written opinion of the Hon. J. S. Shap- 
man, which is open to the inspection 
of any of the members of the Council, 
should they desire to exami it. 
have written for the opinion the At- 
torney-General upon the matter, and 
have been informed by a lawyer con- 
nected with his office that they have 
also found theact unconstitutional. The 
written opinion is not here: but I am 
satisfied it will follow in the lines of 
the opinions already procured. . 

“It is but proper to say im closing 
that the results attempted to be ar- 
rived at by this act would undoubtedly 
result in a great saving to the city, as 
well as a great convenience to the peo- 


ple, and I would advise that the Coun- 


cil put the matter in the hands of a | 
necessary 


committee to prepare the 

change, either by way of amendment 
to the charter or by general act of the 
Legisiature. 

“Such an act of the Legislature 
Should be made general in its charac- 
ter, and so framed as to apply to all 
cittes of the State, or at least to all 
cities of the same class should be cer- 
tain in its terms, and not leave to the 
discretion of the City Council whether 
or, not its provisions shall be ‘carried 


into effect. 

“As I have stated before, it is not 
the province of the City Attorney or the 
Council to pass upon the _ constitution- 
ality of laws, but as the matter of abol- 
ishing these offices is left to your dis- 
cretion, I think it is your duty to take 
into consideration what might happen 
in the event you did so in the face 
of the fact that the law is considered 
unconstitutional. It would be impossi- 
ble to begin an action testi the valid- 
ity of the law which would reach the 
Supreme Court before the April term 
of that court. We know, as a matter 
of course, that the Supreme Court 
would take some time to consider 80 
important a matter, and that in all 
probability the court would take the 
ninety days provided by law in which 
to decide the action. If the law should 
be held unconstitutional by that court, 
it would then be too late for the city 
to make an assessment for the coming 
year, as this assessment must be be- 
gun in March. For the city to be de- 
prived of its revenues for one. year 
would be disastrous; it would leave it 
without the means of running the gov- 
ernment for a year, and of paying any 
portion of its bonded indebtedness, or 
the interest thereon, due in that year.” 
Referred to the special committee hav- 
ing the matter under consideration. 

“In the matter of the suit of Elmira 
Riemann against the city, to quiet 
title to lot 12, block F, of the Thomas 
tract, we have examined title to this 
property, and recommend that dis- 
claimer be filed in this action.“ Adonted. 

“As directed by you, I have prepared 
and herewith present an ordinance 
amending what is known as the ‘cow 
ordinance,’ in accordance with the peti- 
tion of Beamis and others.“ Adopted. 

“I have also drawn, and herewith pre- 
sent, another chicken ordinance, as di- 
rected.”” Referred to the Board of Pub- 
lic Works. 

“In the matter of the claim of D. 
Freeman for $115, I am informed by 
Mr. Derby that the matter has been 
settled at a less amount, and I return 
demand herewith.” Filed. 

“In the matter of the claim of Emma 
A. Dobinson, $10,000, damages alleged 
to have been suffered by reason of the 
grading of Brooklyn avenue, I recom- 
mend that the same be denied.“ 
Adopted.

LIGHTING COMPETITION. 


“In the matter ot the petition of F. 
N. Meyers for a franchise for erecting 
poles and stringing wires for the fur- 
nishing of light, heat and power in 
the city, I am of the opinion that the 
franchise asked for would not be a 
special privilege such as is contem- 
plated by the act providing tor the 
sale of franchises. As I have sald be- 
tore to your honorable body, a special’ 
privilege as contemplated in that act 
is, in my opinion, a right granted fora 
special purpose. limited, and different 
from rights ordinarily granted in the 
Same general line. The right applied 
for by Mr. Meyers is a similar right to 
that already existing in the franchises 
held by the Los Angeles Lighting Com- 
pany, and L. F. Scott; the only differ- 
ence being in time. I would, therefore, 
advise that the petition of F. N. Mey- 
ers, president, be denied. This opinion 
will necessarily carry with it the pe- 
tition of John Bryson et al., No. 1068.”

THE WILLARDS AND EIR FALSE- 
ALARM SOFT SNAP. 


Bottled Mist and Freckle Bloom. 
Philanthropic Straggics of a Big 
Family to Furnish Suffering 
Hemanity with Vamity Ticklers. 


Yesterday's proceedings in the trial 
of the Willards on a charge of using 
the United States mails for fraudulent 
purposes were enlivened somewhat by 
the introduction of a new “lead” ot 
evidence in the shape of proof that the 
defendants had attempted to float three 
other enterprises of questionable legit- 
imacy bearing a striking family resem- 
blance to the now famous “Beauty 
Wonder,” about which the public at 
large knew nothing until the arrest of 
the Willards. 

Mrs. F. M. Bacon of Salinas City 
was the first witness called, and testi- 
fied that she had seen an advertise- 
ment in some paper for honest women 
to do writing and other light work at 
home for $15 a week. Mrs. Bacon an- 
swered the advertisement and was soon 
haunting the postoffice at Salinas, and 
waiting for the precious missive from 
Mrs. Willard, which would honor 
with easy work and big pay. Muc 
writing was done on both sides, and 
Mrs. con bit greedily at the bait 
thrown out. She sent $42 for a gross of 
the Wonder“ and receiv eight 
dozen. She recefved also a lot of cir- 
culars, newspaper clippings, station- 
ery and twelve names of pretended 
agents, who were to turn over all their 
orders to her. Upon receipt of these 
names the witness wrote to Mrs. Wil- 
lard and asked if she or Mrs. Willard 
should notify the agents to turn over 
their orders. Mrs. Willard did not an- 
swer the letter; and the correspondence 
ceased right there. The witness bought 
two sample bottles to begin with, but 
they didn’t give satisfaction. “Tried it 
on my grandchild,” said Mrs. Bacon, 
“for freckles, and it didn’t take them 
off. Neither Mrs. Willard, the pre- 
tended agents, nor anyone else had 
turned over anything to her. 

Mrs. P. A. Derge testified that she 
lived in Anaheim, but during 1894 lived 
at Orange, was not then married, and 
her name was Georgie Yarnéll. This 
witness was introduced because of the 
fact that in some of Mrs. Willard's cor- 
respondence she claimed that Georgie 
Yarnell of Orange was one of. her 
agents.“ The witness said she had 
never been the agent of Mrs. Wil- 
lard or anyone else for anything. 

Samuel Banister, clerk in the money 
order department of the postoffice, was 
recalled, and testified that, at the re- 
quest of Mr. Thrall, who was then the 
postoffice inspector, he had asked Mrs. 
Willard for a bottle of “Beauty Won- 
der.“ Mrs. Willard gave him a bottle 
of the “Wonder,” and he turned it 
over to Mr. Thrall. Witness had cashed 
money orders for F. A. Willard and A. 
P. Willard as representatives of the 
Southern City Manufacturing Com- 
pany, and the Ladies’ Benefit Employ- 
ment Company. The witness could not 
remember which of these concerns 
respectively the two men individually 
represented. He had cashed money 
orders for Neta L. Willard on account 
of the “Beauty Wonder” business. 

Mrs. T. F. Knewing, clerk at Station 
D whe he Willards were running 
their offera-bouffe manufacturing pal- 
ace, was recalled, and testified that she 
gave mail to F. A. Willard for the 
Southern City Manufacturing Com- 
pany. 

Miss Ella H. Brown, who has charge 
of Station D, said that A. P. Willard, 
F. A. Willard and C. D. Willard re 
ceived mail for the Ladies’ Benefit Em- 
ployment Company, and F. A. Willard 
took the mail belonging to the South- 
ern City Manufacturing Company. 

T. T. Jones, senior member of the job 
printing firm of T. T. Jones & Son, tes- 
tified that his firm had printed some 
advertising matter shown to him, in 
the shape of circulars, letter-heads, 
cash certificates, and newspaper clip- 
pings. The printed matter was read by 
Dist.-Atty. Denis, and dealt with the 
wonderful qualities of Royal Bloom, 
Egyptian Mist, and the money to be 
made with scarcely any labor by jo 
ing the ranks of the Ladies’ B 
Employment Company.

PASADENA, Oct. 28.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The Council met in 
regular session this afternoon, all the 
members being present except Trustee 
Lukens. The regular order of business 
was suspended in order that Prof. 
Lowe and several other citizens who 
Were present might present certain 
matters before the Council. Prof, 
Lowe applied for a special privilege 


tees to provide one, 
@ppeared to present a largely signed 
‘petition for an electric light at the 
Gorner of Los Robles avenue and Col- 
Grado street. In presenting the mat- 
ter to the Council Prof. Hammond re- 
Wated that the crossing at that point 
Was particularly dangerous, and that 
two accidents had happened there, be- 
oause of the differences of level in the 
crossings. He also reminded the 
that at that point pas- 
Sengers on the Los Robles street cars 
who desired to be transferred to the 
Lake street line changed cars. The 
matter was referred to the Committee 
on Streets and Alleys. 

Mr. Greely appeared before the Coun- 
cil. to ask for the impositon of license 
on hackmen. He said that it had come 
to his knowledge that five hacks were 
to be sent here from Santa Monica and 
several from Riverside, and he thought 
it was about time for the calling of a 
halt and protecting the liverymen in 
business. Judge Weed said that 
ne had been trying ever since he had 


been on the Board to secure the licens- 


ing of business here, and he would not 
vote for the licensing of any business 
unless all were licensed. It was sug- 
gested by President Cox that Mr. 
Weed bring in an ordinance to that 
effect, and the Judge said that at the 
next meeting of the Council he would 
bring in an ordinance which contem- 
lated the licensing of general business 
— in Pasadena, so that the city 
could get some revenue. It seems that 
the business men of the town are bit- 
terly opposed to such license. They 
are in favor of limiting the “curb- 
stone” business, and bringing to time 
hose vendors who conduct business on 
the predatory plan, but are outspoken 
@gainst a license of general business, 
on the ground that since they pay 
taxes enough in the rents for their 
stores and offices, and on their private 
real estate, a business tax would be un- 
just. An ordinance establishing the 
grade of Center street, and another es- 
tablishing Oakland avenue grade, pass- 
ed the board, and affidavits of street 
work on Broadway and Pasadena ave- 
nue were declared sufficient and a res- 
olution of intention was passed affect- 
ing the latter street. The Worcester 
avenue opening matter was postponed 
in order to give the City Attorney time 
to investigate the law upon the sub- 
ject, and to determine whether the city 
had power to grant the opening of a 
etreet through school property.

On entering the front room 
the cage was in full view, with its 
miserable occupant sitting on a cot 
eating her supper. She was clad in an 
old wrapper, and coarse brown woolen 
socks, and the cage in which she is 
kept was found to be about ten fee. 
in height, by eight feet long, and abou* 
three or four feet wide. It is fitted 
with blinds which can be rolled down 
wn the outside, but is backed and sided 
with heavy boards, matched together, 
and the front and top are covered with 
expanded wire much like that used for 
chicken corrals, only it is stronger. 
The family with whom she is kept ex- 
plained that she had been in the cage 
for six weeks, and was not permitted 
to go out at all. They said that in her 
frenzy she knocks her head against the 
boards, and presses on the wires, but 
they seemed to think little of it. They 
stated that when she did not do as she 
was told, they did not give her any- 
thing to eat, and thus brought her to 
time. The canvas cot on which the 
woman sits or lies, when she is tired 
of walking up and down here cage, 10 
filthy, the bedding ragged, and the wo- 
man herself a pitiable object. She 
cried bitterly while her relatives were 
giving an account of her, and certainly 
none but a stony heart could fail to 
be moved by her unhappy state. The 
woman is the wife of H. G. C. Gordon 
of this place, a man who has ample 
means to support her properly in an 
asylum, and it is said that he removed 
her from the asylum, where she had 
been placed by a commission of lun- 
acy, telling the authorities that he de- 
sired to travel with her. It is said that 
she ¢an be kept cheaper in a cage than 
in an institution for such unfortunates, 
and it remains to be seen whether this 
enlightened community will permit this 
mediaeval treatment of the unhappy 
creature, whose relatives have caged 
her like a wild beast, because her 
reason is dethroned, and she is trouble- 
some to manage. 
A.P.A. MEETING. 

State President Huddleson of the 
A. P. A. addressed a large and attentive 
audience at the Universalist Church 
this evening upon The Aims and Ob- 
jects of the A. P. A.“ The speaker was 
introduced by Tilman Hobson, and, in 
the course of his speech, elicited fre- 
quent applause, He made a forcible ap- 
peal for the abolition of the system of 
giving government or State aid to sec- 
tarian schools and said that it was 
unmanly, undignified and un-American 
for any State to turn its wards over 
to any organized sect for care and in- 
struction. He said that all churches 
except the Roman Catholic had recog- 
nized that it was contrary to right prin- 
ciple to ask government aid for Indian 
mission schools, but the Catholic 
church had persistently pursued the 
policy of securing all possible for that 
purpose. He spoke forcibly in opposi- 
tion to ignorant and criminal foreign 
immigration and said that there should 
be some examination to demonstrate 
the fitness of the foreigner for citizen- 
ship in this country. Other speakers 
made brief addresses emphasizing the 
principle of the association.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 


SECOND TRIAL OF BUTTON 
MURDERING BOHM. 


Valentine Rethi, Whe Stole a Vege- 
table Garden and the Wire 
Fence Around it, Ia Charged with 
Commiting Larceny of a Load 
of Hay. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Oct. 28.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) The second trial. 
of Charles Button for the murder of 
Gustav Bohm began in the Superior 
Court today. Hon. Byron Waters ap- 
peared as attorney for the defendant. 
The day was occupied in securing a 
jury. In making the opening statement 
Waters said he assumed that the de- 
fendant would be tried for manslaugh- 
ter, notwithstanding the information 
charged him with murder, as he had 
been acquitted of the higher crime by 
a former verdict by a jury of man- 
slaughter. 

DOINGS OF THE SUPERVISORS. 

On the recommendation of Chairman 
Turner, the Board of Supervisors have 
authorized him to construct an addi- 
tion to the jail at Needles, to be used as 
a morgue. There is no undertaking es- 
tablishment at Needles, and persons 
found dead on the desert are brought 
there for inquest and burial. This has 
occasioned some trouble in the past, 
which Chairman Turner is trying to 
remedy by providing a place for keep- 
ing such bodies. The board also or- 
dered the painting of the jail at Needles. 
The building was erected by the peo- 
ple there at their own expense to in- 
close the cage in the old county jail, 
which was shipped out there. This is 
the only expense the county has in- 
curred in connection with it. The stock- 
ade for the rock pile will be completed 
by tomorrow night. 

FOOD FURNISHED PRISONERS. 

The prisoners in the County Jail are 
before the Board of Supervisors in the 
role of petitioners. They claim that 
the board is not satisfactory, and, mak- 
ing use of the inalienable right, they 
have petitioned for more ot it. Of 
course they do not appear in person. 
sundry bolts and bars precluded such a 
possibility. But Supervisor Newburg 
recently received a communication in 
his mail, which, when opened, he found 
addressed to the Board of Supervisors, 
and recited the fact that the prisoners 
in the County Jail did not get enough to 
eat.

The Board of Supervisors summoned 
Klein, and, after investigating the sub- 
fect came to the conclusion that the 
ood furnishéd was ample in quantity 
and satisfactory in quality, and that if 
any adjusting was necessary it would 
be in the way of curbing appetites 
which were too epicurean. |

ent, the inmates of the jail might now 
go on a strike and refuse to eat. 

RELEASED AND REARRESTED. 

Valentine Reihl is having a varied 
and interesting criminal experience. He 
had scarcely secured his liberty after 
serving a sentence for perloining a veg- 
etable garden, including the wire fence, 
when he was arrested for appropriat- 
ing a load of hay. His previous con- 
viction of a felony was noted and the 
case came up in the Superior Court 
Saturday afternoon. After the jury 
had been empanelled and the taking of 
evidence had commenced Attorney C.

A BIG REAL ESTATE TRANSFER. 

An important transfer of real estate 
occurred this morning. Commissioner 
I. H. Curtis sold at auction the interest 
of H. Brinkmeyer in the D-street prop- 
erty owned jointly with the Waters es- 

te. The sale was brought on a fore- 
closure by Receiver Brodrick of the 
First National Bank, and the result of 
the sale was that the bank became the 
owner of the property, bidding it in for 
$6905.50, which was the amount of the 
bank’s mortgage, plus the accrued in- 
terest and costs. 

It had been hoped that A. G. Hub- 
bard, the Redlands capitalist, would 
purchase, particularly when he had a 
first mortgage on Brinkmeyer’s interest 
in the Operahouse for $3000, but al- 
though he was present and made a bid 
it did not cover the bank’s claim and 
the latter overbid.

For 
this Hubbard bid $1400, and Receiver 
Brodrick raised it to $1500, and this was 
the last bid. The last plece of property. 
was the building occupied by J. 8. 
Leeds. For the half interest Hubbard 
bid $2430, and Brodrick raised it to 
$4500, and was declared the purchaser. 

The bank is now the owner of the 
undivided half interest, with the usual 
time for redemption, and the receiver 
will endeavor to find a way of dispos- 
ing of the property and getting money 
out of it for depositors.

MEXICO. 


Damage from the Recent Hurricane 
and Inundation. 


William V. Lauphar writes to Phe 
Times from this city as follows: 

“Yesterday, October 27, I received a 
letter from Senor Aurelio Ybarra of 
Fuerte, Sinaloa, Mex., dated October 9, 
in which he writes of the great storm 
as follows: 

Phe great hurricane and enormòus 
inundation has almost entirely de- 
stroyed all the crops, and from Mochi- 
cahui to the coast, all the sugar planta- 
tions and the larger part of the houses 
and animals. That you may form some 
idea of it, I will say that the road from 
Mochicahui to Ahoma was covered wiih 
water three yards deep. The losses of 
all kinds will amount to more than $800,- 
000. In corn and other grains destroyed 
the loss will be more than $200,000, as 
much more in sugarcane, and an equal 
amount in animals and houses, But 
those who suffered most are those of 
Zapotillo, San Miguel, Porvenir, Vie- 
toria, Guayabo, Aguila, Ahoma and 
Florida, where the sugar plantations 
are almost entirely destroyed, and a 
large amount of stock and houses, sav- 
ing only the lives of the people. The 
loss is expected to be greater in the 
towns nearer the coast, where the land 
is low and no chance for escape, and 
from the circumstances of not having 
any news from there, although it has 
been five days since the inundation, we 
fear many persons have been lost. 

en Ahoma over three hundred per- 
sons of both sexes and all ages saved 
their lives. When they were driven out 
of their homes by the water, they went 
to the only place out of the water and 
built a levee of earth around themselves 
and as the water raised they made the 
levee higher, remaining there until the 
water went down.’ 

“This, the greatest inundation ever 
known in that section of Mexico, vas 
caused by heavy rains and cloudbursis 
in the mountains, which shed the water 
into the Fuerte River.”

GAMBLING IN FUTURES. It is 
announced that the new British admin- 
istration is doing all it reasonably can 
to favor an international inquiry into 
the question, not so much of gambling 
in wheat, which may include bona fide 
speculation, as whether dealing in fic- 
titious contracts, where neither party 
has the slightest intention of delivering 
any wheat, fixes the farmer's price and 
over-rides the law of supply and de- 
mand. It is to be hoped that the Ameri- 
can government will lend its active sup- 
port to this inquiry. 

The Minneapdlis Northwestern Miller 
contains the following remarks on this 
subject: 

“We are more than glad to see that 
the subject of the option dealing and 
the deleterious effect of the present 
system on legitimate business is being 
actively discussed in the trade circles 
of Great Britain. Our views on this 
subject are well known, and we have 
maintained them in the past, and will 
continue to do so in the future, in the 
face of the most violent opposition, not 
only from speculative sources, which 
we expect to differ with us, but from 
many of our friends in legitimate 
trade—millers among others—who, to 
7 frankly, ought to know better by 

is time than to believe that any good 
can come to them through speculative 
channels. We have consistently and 
positively favored and supported every 
anti-option movement and measure 
which has been advanced, from that of 
Mr. Butterworth to that of Mr. Hatch, 
believing none of, them to be perfect or 
practical, but any of them preferable 
to the present system. We trust that 
an anti-option bill will be presented be- 
fore the next Congress, and we predict 
that the speculators and gamblers will 
be unable to rally many of the legiti- 
mate concerns to their. support. for the 
last few years have produced lessons 
which will not be forgotten. There has 
been a great awakening among millers 
during recent years as to the real effect 
of option trading upon legitimate busi- 
ness. Opinions have changed, and the 
specious reasoning of the grain gam 
blers, which had force to work against 
the various bills presented heretofore, 
has been shown to be entirely falla- 


cious, and cannot be used with such ef- 


fect again. 


COMMERCIAL. 
AUSTRALIAN LEMONS. Another 
competitor of the Southern California 


lemon-growers has come to the front. 
According to English reports, Aus- 
trallan lemons have attracted much at- 
tention in the London market, owing 
to their thin skin, juciness and beauti- 

color. A shipment of 500 boxes, 
which was recently offered in the Brit- 
ish capital, brought high prices. 


TRADE WITH MEXICO. Now that 
there is a movement on foot to increase 
the trade of this section with Mexico 
and the Central American countries, 
statistics in regard to Mexican trade 
are of interest. Dispatehes printed re- 
cently in the San Francisco . 
from the City of Mexico gave the fol- 
lowing statistics: 

“The total volume of foreign trade of 
the country during the fiscal year 
ended June 30, amounted to $124,855,393. 
This consisted of $90,854,953 in exports, 
and $34,000,440 in imports, being an im- 
crease in the total foreign trade of 
over $15,000,000 compared with the pre- 
ceding year. ‘The United States took 
$67,222,986 of the exports and sent here 
$16,130,367. 


According to the California Fruit- 
Grower, these statistics are grossly in- 
correct. The Fruit-Grower says: . 

“The statistics of the United States 
Treasury Department show that for the 
fiscal year ending June 30 last, the total 
imports from Mexico, including mer- 
chandise of all kinds, gold and silver 
colin and bullion and ores, were valued 
at $35,144,110, and the exports to that 
country amounted to $15,556,967. It is 
quite likely that the goods sent from 
Mexico to the United States may have 
represented the amount given above 
estimated in Mexican silver dollars, 
which were worth, on the first day of 
July last, only 52.8 cents in United 
States gold. The above figures coming 
from a Mexican source would naturally 
express the value of exports in the cur, 
rency of the country, but this gives an 
erroneous view of the reciprocal trade 
relations with our sister republic. 

“But even the correct figures show 
that we buy from Mexico moré than 
twice as much as we sell to her, and 
such a condition should be remedied. 
The treasury figures show that our 
heaviest imports from Mexico for the 
last fiscal year were coin, bullion and 
ores. The exact figures for that period 
are: Gold coin and bullion, $1,841,891; 
silver coin and bullion, $7,802,269, mak- 
ing a total of coin and bullion of 39.644, 
160. Gold ores, $810,066; silver ores, 
$9,871,204, or a total value of ores of $10,- 
681,270, and a grand total of all gold and 
silver, in coin, bullion and ores, of $20,- 
$25,430, leaving our import and export 
trade with Mexico for the last fiscal 
year, outside of ores, coin and bullion, 
rr equal, or somewhat over 

5,000,000 each way. These are the facts

BARKER’S PENSION YARN. 
Took it All Back When Contempt 


J. A. Barker, the man who*‘wrote to 
Pension Commissioner Lochran and 
claimed to know all about some person 
or persons who were obtaining pensions 
fraudulently in Los Angeles, was up be- 
fore Judge Wellborn in the United 
States District Court yesterday morn- 
ing to hear whether he was bound to 
testify before the grand jury when 
questioned on his pretended knowledge. 

Mr. Barker has had time to think 
over the matter since he wrote to Mr. 
Lochran, and he was not so certain of 
his knowledge as when he intimated to 
the Commissioner that he wanted a 
“divvy” of half the government would 
save by the expose of the scheme. On 
account of his uncertainty Mr. Barker 
said he really didn’t know anything 
about any pension frauds personally. 
All he knew was what he had been told. 
Mr. Barker's backdownm saved him 
from punishment for contempt. Judge 
Wellborn said that Judge Field, in his 
charge to the San Francisco grand jury 
in 1873, has used the words, “You will 
receive none but legal testimony, to the 
exclusion of reports, suspicions and 
hearsay testimony. Sec. 919 of the Penal 
Code of California was added the fol- 
lowing year, and provides that evidence 
tobe received by grand ju must be 
legal and the best obtainable, to the ex- 
clusion of secondary and hearsay evi- 
dence.” United States District Attorney 
Denis asked that Barker be ordered to 
tell who the man was whom he epoke of 
in his letter as knowing all about the 
case, but Judge Wellborn adhered to his 
opinion that the evidence was not legal. 
Barker was, therefore, discharged.
